And this appears from what follows in the 
next chapter of Gevfjis, where wc find Jiel 
by faith (that is, believing and depending 
upon this ordinance of God, for the remiffion 
ol fins, until the promifed Redeemer Ihould 
come; we find him) offeringa/air/^i-e which 
vvas acceptable to God, that is, a Jin-offering, 
which his brother not doing was fcjcfted. 

But here take notice, and remember, that 
thefc facrijirei could not take away fin, but 
only through obedience to the ordinance of 
God, and through faith in the promifed feed. 

They were, indeed, very inltruftive and pro- 
per to lead (inners to repentance, and amend- 
ment of life, when they faw, that their fini 
could not be forgiven, hut iy the death of an 
innocent creature, bleeding and dying before 
their eyes, to make an atonement lor fin. 

And as all good men, before the coming of 
Chrift, did moft religioofly keep up the re- 
membrance of the promifed feed, and obtained 
the pardon of their fins, and acceptance with 
God, upon offering Jacrifices through faith in 
a Redeemer, which wrti to (ome \ — '.o ^iSw

aefs of God, that he fent, after al

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{hould hear and obey at their peril, — laftly, 
promifed to David as one whofe kingdom Jbould 
have no end. And indeed it was with this 
promifey that God fupported the fpirits of all 
who feared him, and were in fear for them- 
felves, until the fulnefs of the time for his ap- 
pearance fhould come. 

And now this promifed Redeemer being 
come, he firft fhowed by his own example, 
recorded in the Goipel, how men muft live fo 
as to pleafe God. And the law of nature, as 
well as the law of Mofesy having through iln 
been much obfcured and perverted, he ex- 
plained them, and gave us fuch other laws and 
rules as were abfolutely neceflary — to mend 
our nature — to reftore us to the image of God 
— to keep us from backfliding, and— to fit us 
■ for heaven and happinefs. 

And becaufe in the decrees of God, as was 
before obferved, without Jhedding of blood there 
could be no remifjton of fin y and it being im- 
poffible that the blood or life of any other 
creature, or of any mortal man, could take 
away the guilt and puniihment due to fin ; 
our gracious God, both to give to mankind 
the greateft token of his love, and at the fame

He might in Itridl juftice have required men 
to have lived up to the law of nature and rea- 
fan given in the ftate of innocence, on pain of 
being for ever fcparated from his prefence ; but 
inftead of that, he has been gracioufly pleafed 
to accept of our fincere though imperfeft obe- 
dience, and of our fincere repentance when 
vi'e have done amifs, and return to our duty. 

Confider this ferioufly : — And yon cannot

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hearts and memory. He Himfelf hath taken 
care, that his love and mercy flioulJ tlirough- 
out all generations be remembered : He did 
therefore ordain this Sacrament as a memorial 
of our redemption, and of his Jove for us ; as 
a pledge to affure us of it : — and as an outward 
meana and fign of tcfljfying, as well as incrcaf- 
ing our love to Him. 

The holy apoftlcs of Chrift. vrho were pre- 
fcnt when he firil aduiinillered this Sacrament, 
give us the following account of its end and 
inllitution : 

They fignify to us in the firft place, that 
this Sacrament was ordained by Chrill the 
fame night in which he was betrayed ; and 
after they had obferved the Paffover, which 
had been ordained to preferve the memory of 
their great deliverance from the bondage of 
Egypt, and which did prefigure, and was a 
prophecy of a much greater deliverance, which 
Jefu! Chrift was to be the author of, not 
only for them but for all mankind : and which 
prophecy was furprifingly fulfilled by that peo- 
ple, without knowing what they were doing, 
when they crucified Jefus Chrift the true Paf- 
ibal Lamb, the very fame month, the very 
fame day of the month, and the very fame 
hour of the day, that the Pn/cbal Lamb "wis 
{ir& orda.\ned \o be facrificed.

this devout prayer : — Tbe body and blood of 
Chrifty which were given and Jhed for thee, 
preferve thy body and foul unto everlafting life. 

And we may be aflured of it, that this ^^- 
crament will be to every worthy communicant, 
what the tree of life would have been unto 
Adam and Eve in Paradife; — and that as 
theyy had they continued obedient, would have 
been in no danger of temporal death ; even fo 
we^ while we feed on tl^is bread, now endued 
with a life-giving fpirit, and live as we ought 
to do, are in no danger of death eternal. 

Thefe being pledges to aflure us, that as 
certainly as bread and wine do nourifh our 
bodies, fo do thefe feal to us all the benefits 
which Jefus Chrift hath purchafed for us, by 
his facrifice and death. 

And when any Chriftian does wilfully, and 
for want of faith, deprive himfclf of this fpi- 
ritual food, he falls, as our firft parents did, 
into a ftate purely natural, and deftitute of the 
means of grace and falvation. 

For the happinefs of the world, and of 
every foul in it, depends upon the facrifice of 
Chrift ; of which we are boviTvd xa Vr.^-^ ^'^ 
the remembrance after tVu^ foVexMY xwaxs.^NR.'^ *-

pardoned but by the lofs of the life of an in- 
nocent creature : 

As this was plain to the meaneft Ifraelite^ 
even fo the moft unlearned Chriftian, when 
he conliders, that our Lord Jefus Chrift be- 
came a facrifice for us, and that on him all 
our lins were laid, — on Him who knew no 
lin ; — he will eafily underftand how fad our 
condition was, which required fuch a facrifice : 
— that this therefore ought to humble us, — 
to lead us to repentance, to make us fearful of 
offending God, — and to abhor thofe fins 
which coll Jefus Chrifi his life, before God 
could be prevailed with to pardon them. 

He will alfo eafily underlland, that the love 
of Chrift, and the remembrance of his death, 
ought to be very dear to us; and that the 
oftener we remember it ia the manner he or- 
dained, the more graces we Ihall receive from 
God ; the firmer will be our faith, the furer 
our pardon, and the more comfortable our 
hopes of meeting him, not as an enemy, but as 
z, friend, at whofe table we have been fo often 
entertained.

'S the above account of this holy or- 
dinance is eafy to be underftood, 
even by the moft unlearned ChriA 
tian ; fo the preparation required 
is fuch as will neither puzzle the underftand- 
ing, nor burden the memory, nor take up too 
much of the time of thofe that are engag^ in 
the moll neceflary employments of life. 

The Church had regard to all her mem- 
bers, when fhe gave this fhort and plain direc- 
tion to fuch as prepare to go to the Lord's 
Supper : 

That they examine themfelves. 

Whether they repent them truly of their 
former fins? 

Whether they ftedfafily purpofe to lead a 
new life ? 

Whether they have a lively faith in God^s 
mercy y through Chrift? 

Whether they have a thankful remembrance 
of his death? And, 

Whether they be in charity vtith oil metv*^

If, therefore, you Hand in any fear of the 
judgment of God, fet yourfelf ferioufly to con- 
fider your paft life ; fee whether you have not 
lived, or do not now live, in any known yf/r,

a folemn pronouncing of the Ten Commandments : 
' all the congregation being on their knees ; as if they 
were hearing that law anew : and a ftop to be made 
at every commandment, for the people's devotion, of 
imploring mercy for their paft offences, and grace to 
obferve it for the time to come. This feemed as 
' effisd^ual a mean as they could devife, till Church 
' penitence were again fet up, to beget in men dee^

At 
the Laft revifion of the Book of Common Prayer ( 166 1) 
the *' alms and other devotions of the people " were 
ordered to be received at the offertory in a decent bafon 
by the '* Deacons, Churchwardens or other fit perfon " 
who were ** reverently to bring it to the Prieft" who 
ihall humbly prefent and place it on the Holy Table." 
After which he was directed then to place the Bread 
and Wine upon the Table, as in Edward's firft Book. 
From the circumftance of the word *' oblatiom " being 
now introduced after '* alms ** fimultaneoufly with this 
rubric, into the Prayer which follows the offertory, 
it would appear that in the term *' oblations " was at 
leafl included the ofiferings of bread and wine. Wheatley 
indeed after Biihop Patrick (Chriflian Sacrifice, p. 77) 
confiders that the term ** oblations " refers exclufively to 
the elements of bread and wine, offered for confecration. 
In the primitive Church non-communicants were not 
allowed to offer the bread and Vme fox \!tvt%^sx«ssNRAsx.S 
they were not however, cxcYudtd Ctqxjv TOa^!Lvwt ^-^^ 
oblations.

Some members of the Church of England objeA to 
the Crucifix, preferring a plain crofs, which wasdoubtlefs 
the moft ancient emblem, and is that ftill generally ul'ed 
in the Eaftern Churches. Thus Dr. Hook, after ob- 
ferving that the crucifix is much uied by the Roman 
Catholics and the Lutherans, '< to excite in their minds 
^ a (bong idea of our Saviour^s paffion/* but that it 
has " fcarcely been ufed in the Church of England 
^ fince the Reformation, it having been in but too 
*' many inftances abufed to fuperftition and idolatry/* 
adds that " Pious perfons defire, that the crofs may 
*^ continue to ftand on every fandtuary devoted to 
*' the true worihip of the Crucified, and on every altar 
** whereon his facrilice is commemorated/* — (Church 
Didionary,) 

The Rubrics of the Roman Church dire£t a crofs 
between ttin lights at leaft to be placed on every altar 
>-but it is allowed to fubfHtute a pidure for the crofs. 

Lights on the altar were forbidden by an Article of 
Edward the Sixth, in the third year of his reign, (June 
1549). They were revived by gueen Elizabeth, and 
were burning at the altars in the Royal Chapels for fome 
years in her reign. They were removed for a ihort 
time, in 1562, and afterwards reftored, and remained 
durmg the reft of her reign, although it does not appear 
that after this they were burning. They were proba- 
bly not lighted again until the reign of Charles I., 
when they burned during Communion in Whitehall, 
and probably in other Royal Chapels. They were re- 
vived under Charles IL and hence continued to be 
placed on the altars in moft Cathedrals and Colle^e&^

)HE Churchy for the comfort and 
advantage of such Christians

* [There are three senses in which the term jpi- 
ritual is applied to the Holy Communion. Two of 
these have been already noticed ; one being applied 
to denote the mode ot (Christ's presence (as in the 
Saxon Homily, &c. see supra, p. 206) the other to 
signify the beneficial or worthy reception, in which 
sense it is used by Saint Augustin (as we have 
already seen) and in the fiook of Common Prayer 
(1548, 1549, 1552 — 1662). The third sense is that 
in which it is here used by Bishop Wilson, in which 
the Communion is said to be received spiritually, 
that is mentally only, and without any oral reception 
of the species, according to the Rubric in the office 
for the Communion of the sick, which is that here 
referred to, and which in Edward's first Book is as 
follows : — '* But if any man either by reason of ex- 
'* tremity of sickness, for lack of warning given in 
*' due time to the Curate, or by any other just im- 
" pediment, do not receive the Sacrament of Christ's

It was only in analogous cases that Communion in 
one kind was permitted in the primitive Church; 
as in the case of intuits, &c. Pascal (Lit. Cat.) 
observes " that it was only those who had a natural 
** aversion for wine that were dispensed with com- 
" municating in the cup, but that in the i zth century 
** Communion in one kind had become nearly 
" general in the western Church, and that the 
*' Council of Constance in 141 5 first abolished the 
" use of the cup altogether in the case of the laity." 
Roman Theologians give^ among the reasons for the 
disuse of the cup, the risk of irreverence, and the 
aversion that many persons had to drink out of the 
same vessel, but its total prohibition is also ascribed 
to theological grounds. Vain are the attempts 
which have been made to defend the prohibition of 
the cup from texts of Scripture. The passage most 
usually cited with this view is i Cor. xi. 27. " Who- 
** soever shall eat this bread, or drink this cup (^ irim^) 
** unworthily," &c. The authorized version, after 
the Geneva translation into English, 1557, here reads 
** and drink," ficai trivri) and Roman Catholic con- 
troversialists frequently urge this as a dishonest 
translation made to support a false position contrary 
to the authority of all texts. But they surely would
